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REMARKg 

Applicants affirm the election of Group 1, claims 1-1 1 . In view of the Examiner's earlier 
restriction requirement, Applicants retain the right to present elaims 12-38 in a divisional 
application. 

The Examiner objected to claim 10 because of the following informalities: "Claim 10-, 
line 4, includes 'attributes and events' should be 'attributer or events' to be consistent with other 
claim)* limitations (,)." Applicants contend the Examiners objection is moot in light of 
Applicants amendment of claim 10. 

The Examiner rejected claims 2-5, 7-9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 (second paragraph). 

The Examiner rejected claims 1-11 under 35 U.S.C. §102 (b) as being unpatentable over 

Friedman (US. 6,078,845). 

Applicants respectfully traverse §1 12 (second paragraph) and §102 (b) rejections with the 

following arguments. 
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VS USCS 112 

The Examiner rejected claims 2-5, 7-9 under 35 U.S.C §1 12, (second paragraph) stating 
"Claims 2-5, 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claims 

the invention. Claims 2, 5 and 7-9, recite the limitations 'said attribute or event data'. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis forthis limitation in the claim due to the useofUtese limitations for 
the first time. Examiner has noticed that claim 1 indicates 'an attributes.. .or an event" but does 
not particularly 'data' . Dependent claims, which are not particularly rejected, are rejected based 
on the rejected base claim. Applicant is requested to review all claims and make appropriate 

correction as required/' 

Applicant contend that the Bxamtaers rejection of claims 2-5, 7-9 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph are moo. in light of Applied amendment of 2-4, 7, and 9 and canccllauon 
of claim 5. Applicanta believe vhe rejection of un-tunendeu claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph was not intended.

As to claim 1, the Examiner states that "Friedman teaches the invention including an 

shown in figures 2-3 and 7-9 product or 1C carrier is adapted to transport product for various 
manufacturing environment (see, figures 2-4 end 7-9 and col. 2, lines 21-29), and a firs, device 
ad a pted to sense an attribute or an event data of an environment within said product carrier or an 
event affecting said product carrier is taught as the infortnation storage device include* a data 
memory and may be any form of semiconductor component capable ofbeing written to an read 
from by apparatus .ocated in manufacturing equipment or along manufactories lines (see, figures 

1 0-11 and col 2, lines 21-24)/' 

Applicant contend rhat claim I. as amended, is no. anticipated by Friedman because 
Friedman does no. reach each and every feature of claim 1 , As a firs, example Friedman does 
no. touch "a firs, device adapted to sense an attribute of an environment within said product 
earner." Applicants respectfully point Friedman te^hes only recording of logistical or 
production control events and no, sensing "an attribute of an envmmmen. within sad produe, 
carrier" as Applicants claim requires. For cample, Friedman teactws in eoL 5, lines 10-20 
specifically lot idon.iflca.ioo, wafer identification, location of toe wafer for each device in .he 
carrier, identification of specific process equipment, date and time stomps, operator 
identification, process step .est or inspection results, process steps completed and remaining life 
of .he earner, nor. ofwhich couldbe coos^c^ ^ 
product carrier". 

As a second example, Friedman does not teach "a second deviec adapted to exKode da* 
relating to said attribute and to actively and wirelessly transmit said data." Applicants 
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m***, pom« «* *- Friedman .cachcs(rcferriug .o Friedman PIO. 3) in col. 5, lines 35-40 
"A elccunmc memory device .6 is encapsuitfrf w it hta .he sidewaU, 18 of the Bay and clerical 
MM. 20 arc preset at the surface of the sidewaU . 8 to a.low power and data communication 
between the device 16 and a reader (not shown) end .gain in col, 5, lines 58-60 "An electronic 
memory device 32 formed with contacts 34 the wall of the tube in the same ntanner as show, in 
,he iray of FIG. 3". Clearly this device of Friedman ere not intended to "wirelcssly transmit said 
data" as Applicants claim require, Further, Applicants point out that in col. 6. lines 28-31 that 
Friedman teaches "A memory device 88 is embedded in die base. No comae* ere present here 
as communication is via a r.f. link using an inductive loop in the device 88 (a -contactlcss' 
device)." This device Friedman eanno! "aclively transmit said data" as Applicants claim 
retires. An inductive loop is passive device (inductors as well as capacitor* and resistors are 
passive devices) and emits a radio-frequency signal at a teed single frequency oniy when it is 

encoded on the device. 

Based on the preceding arguments, Applicants respectfully maintain that claim 1 isnot 
unpatentable over Friedman and is in condition for allowance. Since claims 2, 3, 6-1 1 and 39-50 
depend from claim 1, Applicants respectfully maintain that claims 2, 3, 6-1 1 and 30-50 arc 
likewise in condition for allowance. 

As ,o claim 2, the F-xeminer states the, "further comprising: a second device adapted to 
receive said attribute or even, data sensed by said firs, devieo and U> transmit said a«ribu<e or 
even, data is taught as the infomtation slorage device includes . data memory and may be any 
font, of semiconductor component capable of being written to an rend from by apparatus located 
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in ma.tt.fac.uring cuipmcn, or along .rutnufacturing linos (see, ngurcs 10-11 and col. 2, lines 21- 

24 and col. 5, lines 21-27)." 

Applicant, contend that claim 2. as amended, is not anticipated by Friedman bccat.se 
Friedmandocsno«teach^handeveryfeamreofelaim2. As a tat example Friedman docs 
not teach "said second device includes a radio transmitter." Applicants respectfully point out 
Friedman does not lead, "a radio transmitter" as applicants claim requires. Based on .he 
preceding argmnorus, Applicants respectfully mainteuUha. claim 2 is no. unpa.entt.ble over 
Friedman and is in condition for allowance. 

As to claim 10, the Examiner s<atcs lhat "Friedman teaches the apparatus wherein said 
attributeof said environmcn.within said product carrier or an even, affccting.he product carrier 
is selected from the group ofat.ribn.es and evens consisllngof temperature, pressure, humidity, 
particulate count, the presence of oxygen, hydrogen, chlorine, elemental gases, ammonia, water 
vapor, hydrogen fluoride, hydrogen chloride, nittogen oxides, silancs, aleohois. ketones, esters, 
amines, solvents, chlorinated solvenls and fluoridated solvents, the occurrence of vibration, 
acceleration and shock, .he mansion of visible light, nitre-violet light, inlrared Ugh. and 
microwaves, and elcc.romaene,ic events and static electric charge buildup (see, abstract and 
figures 2-4 and 10-1 1 and col. 5, lines 4-53)." 

Applicant contend .hat claim 10, as amended, is not anticipated by Friedman because 
Friedman does not teacheach and every featureof claim 10. For example, Friedman docs not 
teach "said attribute of sold environment within said product carrier is selected from the gmnp c 
attributes cottststingof temperature, pressure, humidity, particulate conn, and the presence of a 
gas or vapor within said product carrier. Friedman is absolutely silent as to Otese attributes. 
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Based on the preceding arguments, Applicants respectfully maintain that claim 10 is not 
unpatentable over Friedman and is in condition for allowance. 
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rp jVCLUSlON 

The Examiner stated that in the Request for Reconsideration Filed on May 1 3, 2005, the 
preamble of new claim 39 was directed to towards a method while the elaims fron, which clain, 
39 depended from were directed to an apparatus. Applicants have corrected the preamble of aew 
claim 39 to be directed toward an apparatus. Applicants believe the Amendment is now in 
compliance.
